GARDEN HINTS 


For midsummer garden, 
when other plants fail because of

the heat, petunias are most satis- 
factory. It is of course too late 
now to start them from seed, but 


; you will find rooted plants at the 


nursery ready to set out now. 

Petunias first came from South 
America. These early petunias were 
small and ordinary. But now we have 
large ruffled or double varieties in al- 
most every color, both plain and varie- 
gated. The double and fringed varie- 
ties may be propagated from cuttings. 

Petunias may be planted in borders, 
or in beds by themselves. They are 
especially lovely when just one colo 
is used. Salmon Supreme, the new 
petunia, which received the No, 1 award 
of merit by the judges in the All 
American flower selections, is a dwart 
variety of a light salmon color and is 
especially nice for borders and park 
ways. 

Petunias are not “choosy” as to soil 
and require very little care, although 
the more care you give them the more 
luxuriant and colorful they will be. 

If the foliage is dried up, it is 
time to take up the spring flow- 
ering bulbs. 

Keep the seed pods picked off 
the sweet peas! They will bloom 
much longer if not allowed to pro- 
duce seeds.
